The confiscation 
of fuel Friday as announced by the 
French amounted to 14,000 tons at 
Duisburg, 14,142 tons at Langendrer, 
2,224 tons at Herne and at Marten a 
train of 13 cars carrying 15 tons each. 
Jn Addition 7.800 tons in transit on 
barges was seized at Mannheim.

or to get a smattering of it without 
really understanding it," says Koger 
W. Babson, in a statement. 
"Many 


executives think they have Rot the 
business ryclc by the tail and that 
their fortunes are made. These super- 
ficial thinkers who have picked up 
'the business cycle' as the 
latest 


catch-phrase, are simply playing with 
edpea tools and arc going to get cut 
badly. 


"It is astounding how the public has 


taken up the idea. From boot-black 
stands to international conferences, 
the latest fad is the business cycle. 
If it were merely talk, little harm 
would be done. But many business 
men, 
bankers, investors, and govern- 


ment officials, are making: real com- 
mitments on the basis of an imaginary 
cycle. It is high time that somebody 
get up m meeting and do some plain 
talking, and tell people that we are 
all sitting around a powder keg. if 
we continue to cherish this delusion of 
a fixed cycle. 


NO SITU THING 


"Strictly speaking, there is no such 


thing as n business cycle." contin- 
ued Mr Babson. "It is a serious blun- 
der to assume that there will be three 
years (or other fixed inters al) of ov- 
erexpansion and then three year's of 
depression, followed by another three 
years of over-expansion and another 
three years of depression. 
To nine 


people out of t»n this is what the 
business cvcle seems to mean, a peri- 
odic procession of booms and bumps, 
each 
Listing 
the same number of 


years. There is absolutelv nothing- in 
this idea, and any oxecutne who at- 
tempts to base his plans thereon will 
probably ruin the enterprise for which 
ho is responsible. The warning: ap- 
plies also to bankers, investors, and 
statesmen. 


"My advice is to get it out of your 


head immediately that business fluct- 
uates in three year periods or an.\ 
other fixed intervals. The real prin- 
ciple of the business movement H that 
of action and reaction 
Namely 
a 


period of over- expansion tends to 
be followed hy an equivalent period 
of depression. And when I say 'equiv-

two factors, duration and intensity. 
Moderate business activity prolonged 
for several years is equivalent to ex- 
treme activity of shorter duration. 


\VAR TIME EXAMPLE 


"To take the latest example, there 


was a period of over-expansion cov- 
ering the years 1!)15-1919. This would 
tend to be balanced by a compensating 
period of depression. But this com- 
pensation might take a variety of 
forms 
-If there had been a prodigious 


and excessive crash in 1920. lasting 
only a year, this would have been suf- 
ficient compensation.

off-set four years of over-expansion.

plies time. It is area or ina«s which 
is the important measurement. Thcie 
is no real need of either oxer-expan- 
sion or depression 
We could run 


along at a steady (rend indefinitely, 
with cycles practically eliminated. The 
principle of pction and reaction is 
absolutely sound, but the popular con- 
ception of the cycle is both unsound 
and dangerou1*. 


"To be concrete, business is now 


statistically at normal. By thf 
so- 


called 'business cycle' we are are at 
a bad center. The Babsonchart shows 
this very clearly.

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THE FRENCH INTERPRETATION OF 


THE VERSAILLES PACT 


The theory upon which France has ad- 


vanced into the Ruhr region, if accepted 
as authentic by the rest of the allies, 
would permit her not merely to take the 
"Ruhr but all of Germany. Carried to 
its logical end it would justify and au- 
thorize an occupation of that entire na- 
tion, from the Rhine to the borders of 
Poland, for all time. 


This queer theory put forward by the 


French rests upon one word, ''respect- 
live." in 1he Versailles treaty. 
In case 


of voluntary default in reparations, the 
treaty says. Germany must not regard 
a<* acts of war measures which may in- 
clude economic and financial prohibitions 
and reprisals, and in general "such other 
measures as the respective governments 
may 
determine to be necessary in the 


circumstances." 


Now plainly if the "respective"' grants 


a free warrant to any one former enemy 
and. reparations-taker to invade Germany 
without the aid or consent of the rest in 
order to collect its particular bill, it also 
permits that nation to retain the terri- 
tory. 
For invasion is certain to reduce 


production and energy of the victimized 
nation and the invader would have the 
right, under the French view of the trea- 
ty, to hold the territory a* long as it 
could get the reparations commission lo 
declare Germany in default. 
As France 


controls the Belgian and Italian votes in 
the commission that is simple enough. 


When a law court is settling a disput- 


ed question of interpretation it goes back 
1o the source and seeks out the intention 
of the men who made the law. Did the 
nations at the peace conference intention- 
ally sign in blank a warrant which per- 
mitted any one power, in case of German 
default, lo ,'o into GernrSny with an ar- 
my and creale a condition which even- 
tually could only end in a war for libera- 
tion ? 


]t is true thatFra.nce is taking over on- 


ly a small though important coal district, 
but 1he theory upon which she is acting 
would place absolutely no limit upon 
Tipr military advance. Great Britain has 
definitely stated she had no such intention 
when she signed the treaty, nor had Mr. 
Wilson for the United States. The Ver- 
sailles pact was. in the mind of these sig- 
natories, a treaty of peace and an end of 
invasions. 


A CONTRADICTION IN CHICAGO'S 


ATTITUDE 


The Illinois drainage canal can be com- 


pared to a vast irrigation ditch illegally 
tapping a common reservoir, the Groat 
Lakes. There have been many novels 
•written about the struggle to maintian the 
irrigation rights of a whole community 
against the water depredations of un- 
scrupulous individuals.

After a year of prosperity we might 


reasonably expect amelioration of emo- 
tional agitation. 
When men arc occu- 


pied with work, and are in comfortable 
circumstances, they are mentally settled 
or quiescent, and they have no time t<T 
bother with disturbing questions. 
The 


regular affairs of business and the home 
are normal, and the public state of mind 
is normal, due to the calm sense of secur- 
ity and satisfaction.' 


The world remains, however, a babel 


of rancor and discord, and even we, who 
are enjoying prosperity, have not fully re- 
gained self-control. 
Bankers and "busi- 


ness m'eii express surprise that their cus- 
tomers show mistrust or dissatisfaction 
and seem t* be suspiciously alert. Physi- 
cians remark that most patients are ner- 
vous. 


In Europe very little progress has been 


effected toward readjustment. Basic con- 
ditions have bettered in England, the 
Scandinavian countries, Holland, and, to 
some extent, in Italy, yet in most of these 
governments are still perplexed with 
deep financial and social problems. 
The 


rest of Europe, composing the major part, 
is gravely troubled with m^re or less 
chaos. 


That the statesmen and people of Eu- 


rope should be perturbed is not amazing. 
They have not succeeded in reaching a 
position of safety. 
Beset with fear. 


every change alarms them. 
Prolonged 


excitability among us is explainable, no 
doubt, by tho fact that our emotions have 
not swung into line with the steadying 
process in business. 
The several years 


of reaction after the war, with factories 
and workmen idle, propagated a habit 
of suspicion and malcontent. 
We have 


not yet shaken off the habit. 


Should we not look for an emotional 


reaction, as Avell as an economic reaction? 
Business reacts to excesses. Should not 
the emotions similarly react? And when 
both reactions arc simultaneous, should 
we not anticipate that tho human reac- 
tion, being organic, would last longer 
than the inorganic. During war feelings 
are tense. History illustrates that emo- 
tional disturbances signalized by many 
sorts of intrigue and malice, eventuate 
from every war. It also illustrates that 
business settles again before the emotions 
attune themselves to reason. 


Emotional manifestations disappear as 


fast as public sentiment is placated by 
the force of judgment.

WHICH SPECIALIST 


Commercialism, science and art 
constitute tho 


eternal triangle of medicine. Nowadays tho huzzy 
is brazen and bold and popular opinion is not very 
severe. Where tho doctor formerly hesitated to be 
seen flirting with commercialism lest people ques- 
tion his professional skill and standing, now he 
often establishes an unashamed alliance with this 
hard eyed interloper and that 
accounts for the 


superppecialism and group specialism in practice 
today. 


A specialist i* one who devotes himself exclusive- 


ly to limited or restricted kind of work. Under tho 
custom and the law he need not have any better 
training than the 
ordinary general practitioner 


has, nor is he necessarily more competent in tho 
diagnosis or treatment of conditions in his limited 
Held than is the general practitioner, although it 
stands to reason that after years of experience the 
specialist should have acquired more skill in his 
particular work than the general practitioner can 
have, provided the specialist has had tho exper- 
ience. 
Often he has not had as much experience 


even in his own field as the average family doctor 
has had in that field. In any case the point I 
have in mind is that being a specialist by no means 
implies that the doctor is in any way preferable to 
the family doctor., The trouble Is that since com- 
mercialism grew bold and medical ethics perhaps 
a trifle anemic, too many fledglings have 
been 


thrust through 
medical schools and placed 
in 


various hospitals and clinics and post graduate in- 
stitutions for prolonged courses of instruction to 
make full fledged specialists of them. 


Now I am very glad to seek the service of a 


specialist when I encounter a difficult or unusual 
case. 
Every doctor refers patients to specialists 


for diagnosis or treatment 
of exceptional condi- 


tions no doctor tries to tell himself or his patients 
that ho knows it all. The only question, for the 
layman, is whether the family doctor is honest 
enough to advise consultation with 
a specialist 


when he finds himself getting beyond his depth. 
Really that question answers itself. If the family 
doctor can't be trusted to that extent he should 
ne\er bo employed at all. As a matter of fact all 
good doctors constantly send patients to specialists 
—indeed, that is the way good specialists build 
a practice. 


Neither the family doctor nor the specialist has 


any claim on public patronage except as a reward 
for good service. 
It Is iny earnest desire and 


my trade to keep both of them idle as possible. 
Whatever I have said about specialists and doctors 
I have said for the good of your health.

Cards for playing games of chance 


are of the most remote antiquity and 
almost universal usage. There fs evi- 
dence that they were in use in Egypt, 
but they did not appear among the 
Jews until after their return from the 
Babylonian exile. 


That their use extended, as far east 


as Hindustan and China at a period 
long before their introduction 
into 


Europe is well attested. The Chinese 
dictionary, Ching-tze-tung (1678) states 
that they were 
invented 
for 
the 


amusement of Sun-Ho'a retinue in the 
year 1120 A. D. 


"When, however, the pack is named, 


the nomenclature varies, just as the 
design and number of cards in a pack 
have varied. With the Anglo-Saxons 
the world over it is 52 in four suits 
of 13 each. 


In Italy 36 cards formed a pack,
